definite ; courteous, Hut perfectly clear. We 
had‘a great predominance of trade ‘in China, 
but at present we had no security that that,trade 
would goon. Where we found a "nation of 
honest traders, like, the Chinese surely we had 
something to go for, (Cheers.)
